It is a self-evident provosition that 
the management of our ,cnal institu- 
tions—and of all public institutions, 
matter—should be in the 


tions are not to be found in the politi- 
cal parvenu, selected for office because 
of services rendered to the candidate- 

All the subordinate offices in our 
prisons should be filled by men spe- 
claily qualified for the service. In the 
mmapagement of prisons, the fact should 
never be lost sight of that the object 
of imprisonment is reformatory as well 


be guarded against as sedulously as 
undue leniency. While firm discipline 
should be maintained, there should 

a constant appeal ta, the better natu 
of prisoners. Justice should be ten:- 
pered with mercy, so far as possibie. 
And subordinate officials should be se- 
lected with a view to the consistent 
carrying out of this policy. 

The foregoing leads up, logicuily 
and directly to the conclusion that 
the management of prisons should be 
under. civil-service rules. In no de- 
partment of the Staie government, per- 
haps, would civil-service reform be 
productive of more good than in prison 
management. If the merit system were 
applied to this branch of the public 
service, it would bring about the cn- 
pointment of good men in the first 
place, and their retention in the serv- 
ice, irrespective of political mutations. 
This would insure the proper and capa- 
ble management of our penal insti.u- 
tions, and would speedily do away 
with, such scandalous abuses as those 
which the legislative investigation has 
disclosed.

So much for the mental side of the

cise; makes a boy quick on his feet; 
trains ie eye, and brings the various 
pafis the frame into better co- 
ordination. 

The main thing for the boys to re- 
member in oe egy the gloves is that 
quickness counts for everything, and 
that a merely heavy blow counts for 
nothing. Slugging is not boxing. The 
trained boxer can easily beat the mere 
slugger. Moreover, you are boxing 
with the idea of self-improvement; not 
in the hope of hurting your opponent. 
Of course, now and to a heavy blow 
“cannot be avoided. The recipient 
should understand that it was acci- 
dental and should bear no malice nor 
friendly bout into a slugging 


Never box longer than three minutes 
at most without to rest for at 
least one minute. Don't box in a dila- 
tory fashion, but keep at it quickly and 
steaauy as long as the round tasts. In 
the “rests,” no matter how warm you 
may be, put a coat or sweater on and 
keep out of draughts. It after the 
real work is over that the average 
athiete is most often injured.
